4. With regard to claims 28-34, see paragraph 14 of the office action mailed on 
8/10/2004. The prior art of record, in the context of the other limitations of claim 28, 
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does not disclose the further limitation of the main transfer mechanism having washing 
means for washing the holding member. 

5. With regard to claims 35-40, see paragraph 15 of the office action mailed on 
8/10/2004. The prior art of record, in the context of the other limitations of claim 23, 
does not disclose the further limitation of the detecting means for detecting a stain of the 
holding member. 

6. With regard to claims 14-16, 18, 21-23 and 41, the prior art of record does not 
suggest a cover body for surrounding the holding member provided with an opening 
portion for allowing the holding member to advance and retract and which moves up 
and down with the holding member. While cover bodies are generically known (see 
Yamaguchi - JP 09-320915 as cited in the previous office action), the prior art does not 
suggest that the cover body moves up and down with the holding member in the context 
of the other limitations of claim 14.
